HENDERSON CHOSEN SPEAKER. 


SENATE PRESIDED OVER BY FRYE 
OF MAINE. 


It Had a Short Session and Adjourned 
—After Orginization the House 
Adjourns Until Tueiday—Pro- 
tests Against Quay. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The two houses 
of Congress were called to order at noon, 
the Senate by Mr. Frye of Maine, and the 
House by its clerk, Mr. McDowell. 

In the Senate protests were made against 
Beating Quay. They were referred. 

At 12:35 p. m. the Senate adjourned. 

When the name of Brigham H. Roberts 
Was reached in the House roil call, the 
Utah member-elect proceeded alone to the 
area in front of the Speaker’s desk and 
awaited the administration of the oath, At 
(the game time Representative Tayler of 
* Ohio secured recognition and am'‘dst breach- 
less interest protested against the swearing 
in of Roberts on the ground of his being a 


polygamist and not a properly naturalized | 


' American citizen. He offered a resolution 
that the matter go to a special committee. 
Mr. Tayler spoke calmly and dispassionate- 
ly. Mr. Roberts stood gazing intently at 
, him and not once moved a muscie through- 
out the protest. 

Representative McRae of Arkansas fol- 
lowed with a protest from the Democratic 
side, saying this issue was one involving 
the sacredness of the American home, a 
sentiment that brought an outburst of ap- 
plause. 

Speaker Henderson then addressed Rob- 
erts, saying: 

“Will the gentieman stand aside unt!l the 
roll cali is completed?” 

Mr. Roberts assented, with the statement. 
that in so doing he waived none of his 
rights. 

“I can assure the gentleman,” answered 


-"ehe speaker, “that he waives voné Or his 


rights by this course.” 

Mr. Roberts then resumed. his seat. 

It was agreed by unanimous consent thar 
the consideration of the Taylor resolution 
Should go over until to-morrow, after the 
reading of the President's missage. ‘The 
swearing in of the remaining members was 
then concluded. The officers of the House, 
C.,erk McDowell of Pennsylvania, Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Casen of W.sconsin, Door- 
keeper G.een of New York and Postmaster 
McElroy of Ohio were eiected. The usual 
Tesolutions to inform the president and tne 
Senate that the House wag organized were 
adopted.

IN THE HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. — Enormous 
crowds swarmed about the House to wit- 
ness the opening scenes of the session to- 
day. The proceedings in the case of Rep- 
resentative-elect Roberts furnished the 
special attraction. For hours before noon, 
the hour for the House to meet, peopie 
streamed through the corricors to the ga.- 
ler.es, Which i0oked down upon the arena, 
where the stalemsen were congregatung. 
iBy 11 o’cuock a brilliant gathering had as- 
isembied. The galeries were biack with 
people and through the swinging doors 
could be seen pushing hundreds who were 
‘unable to gain admission. Entrance was 
,Oniy obtained by card, for which there was 
an enormous demand. The ladies’ and 
members’ «aliler.es were fiiled with bml- 
liantiy gowned women, the wives of mem- 
bers and their friends. The executive gal. 
lery was filied with high dignitaries of the 
government and the dipiomatic gailery re- 
splendent with the representatives of for- 
eg governments. 

Mr. Richardson of Tennessee, who was se- 
lected as the leader of the minority on Sat- 
urday, came upon the floor early and wag 
soon surrounded by a group of Democrats. 
Mr. Roberts came into the hall shortly after 
ll o'clock, but he was not generaily recog- 
nized and he retired to the cloak room a]- 
most immediately.

The finding of Susie Wilson in Roodhouse, 
Ill., after she had been absent from her 
home in this city for more than a month, 
brings to light a story @f how a well- 
dressed woman who boarded at the Plant- 
ers’ Hotel was procuring young girls and 
turning them over to other women. 

In the holdover in St. Louis are Mrs. Alice 
Norman and Susie Wilson, Mrs. Norman 
is the keeper of a resort In Roodhouse and 
it was there that Albert Wilson found his 


daughter. The police are looking for two 
St. Louis women who took part in the 
young girl’s disappearance. 

Susie Wilson is 15 years olf, but she is 
large for her age. She is not what could

be termed pretty. She has been accustomed 
to hard work always, and that she is 
ignorant of the ways of the world is ap- 
parent from her talk and her actions. 
Susie’s father is employed in the Missouri 
Pacific shops, and the family lives at 114A 
Russell avenue. The story of her disap- 
pearance, on Nov. 7, @as been told in the 
Post-Dispatch. Her story of, subsequent 
events, reduced to narrative form, follows: 

“IT was empioyed at the Planters’ Hotel 
when I first met this woman who said her 
name was Mrs. Edmunds. At first I was a 
scrub girl and later I was drying dishes. 
I met this Mrs. Edmunds first about two 
months ago. She was a guest at the hotel 
and asked me to come down to her room 
and see her. I told her I could not, as the

When I went to the door she said 
she lived at /4800 West Belle place and 
wanted a servant to assist with the house- 
work there. She wanted to pay only $2 a 
week and I told her I wouldn't work for 
that. 1 referred her to Cissy Ellis, who 
lives in the rear, and she went there. The 
Eliis girl went over to the house, but they 
were not willing to give her as much as 
the lady offered. 

“When the lady first came here she said 
she had been referred to me by a tall yellow 
man she met on Evans avenue. Who he was 
I do not know.” 

According to Mrs. Harrison's story she 
did not go to the house on Haston avenue 
until late in the afternoon and then found 
there was no one at home. The Ransom 
woman says this could not be, as she was 
at home all afternoon and no one called 
there. 

Now that Mrs. Harrison’s story has been 
made public there are a number of per- 
sons in the neighborhood of Vandeventer 
and Baston avenues who say they believe 
they saw her on the day she disappeared. 

Mrs. Charles Meder, who keeps a gro- 
cery store at Easton avenue, said to 
the Post-Dispatch: 

“On a rainy day about two weeks ago my 
attention was attracted by a woman who 
was acting queers on the other side of the 
street. When I first saw her she seemed 
to be scuffiing with a negro woman who 
lives in the house in the rear of 319. She 
was holding to the negro woman, who seem- 
ed to be trying to escape from her. She 
was a small woman with black hair and 
she wore a tam jacket, a dark blue skirt, 
and a big hat with ostrich plumes. She 
carried a number of bundles, one of which 
contained 'a fire shovel. She had a purse 
in her hand. She and the negro woman 
walked alo until they were directly op- 

osite my store. The white woman, still 
fo ding e negro woman's arm, sat down 
on a wet pile of lumber. She then threw her 
bundles and her purse onthe pavement and 
kicked them toward the gutter, jaughing as 
she did so. She swung her arms about and 
talked wildly to the negro woman.

It seemed im- 
possible to live through the terrible fire, but 
the brave fellows did not retreat an inch. 
The Boer fire was horribly accurate; and 
they must have numbered ait least 10,000, 

The Scots Guards advanced 600 yards be- 
fore they were fired on. Then they had to 
lie down to escape the deadly fusillade 
which lasted without intermission through- 
out the day.

TO EXAMINE THE WATER. 


Barthold’s Bill to Kook Into Chicago’s 
Pollution of the Mississippi. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Representative 
Barthoidt introduced in the House to-day 
his bill for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to investigate the pollution of the Mis- 


sissippi River, It provides for the appoint- 
ment by the President of a commission of 
three competent persons who shall make a 
scientific investigation of the causes of pol- 
lution in the waters of the Mississippi. 

“This measure is especially important to 
us now,’’ sad Representative Bartnoldt, ‘‘be- 
cause the Chicago drainage cana] has not 
yet been turned into the Mississippi, and 
Congress will now have to give its consent. 
Of course I shall fight anything being done 
now until the matter has been thoroughly 
investigated.’”’ 

Mr. Bartholdt has ready for introduction 
a bill appropriating $50,000 for the improve- 
ment of the heating, lighting and cleaning 
facilities of the St. ‘Louis Federal building. 
“As soon as Custodian Smith's report 
reaches the Secretary of the Treasury,” 
said Mr. Bartholdt, ‘I shall ask for it, and 
then will introduce a bill to carry out its 
recommendations.

Commercial cylinder press feeders in St.

It is a simple proposition that if these attacks began 
and left off at about the same time, both cities getting their 
drinking water from the same course, that the disease was 
caused by that drinking water. 

There can be no doubt that both St. Louis and Alton have 
been getting more of Chicago’s sewage of late than ever be- 
fore, and that whether the scwage canal is opened as a sewer 
or not, the natural increase of Chicago’s population will mean 
a continuous increase in the pollution of the Mississippi. 

The citizens of Alton and St. Louis owe it to themselves to 
do all in their power to prevent the wholesale pollution con- 
templated by the sewage canal promoters. 

The health authorities ought to make the best use possible 
of this new evidence of danger from the sewage canal. It 
ought not to be difficult to obtain an injunction that shall 
cause Chicago to change her plans for dumping all her filth 
into the drinking water of her neighbors.

At the close of the war Joseph Brown 
was worth $600,000. He was a power in St. 
Louis, both in business and social circles. 
He insisted that those who had been South- 
ern sympathizers be permitted to vote at 
municipal electons. His championing of 
that cause won him election as State Sema- 
tor on the Democratic ticket in 1868. 


In the spring of 1871 he was elected Mayor 
of St. Louis on the same platform, announc- 
ing himself as the “representative of the 
liberated ballot box.’’ 


During his administration the building 
of the Eads bridge and the tunnel were 
begun. He greatly increased his popu- 
larity by insisting on the issuance of $600,- 
, 000 municipal bonds to reimburse citizens 
whose property had been condemned _ to 
ese room for the approaches to the big 
riage, 


In 1872 the finances of St. Louis were in 
a bad way, owing not to any impairment 
of her credit, but to the fact that money 
was scarce and panic threatened all great 
commercial centers. 


It was impossible to float bonds and 
money must be had. Mayor Brown con- 
ceived the idea of issuing the Brown backs, 
or as he himself termed them, treasury 
warrants. 


These brown-backs, $300,000 of which were 
issued, circulated widely not only in St. 
Louis, but in the territory tributary to her 
markets, though they received ‘their value 
solely from the signature of Mayor Brown, 
which stood for the credit of St. Louis. He 
pledged himself to redeem the money if the 
city should default. Every dollar of the 
brown-backs was. redeemed and the city’s 
credit was save. 


Though a portion of the time panic 
threatened the city the two terms of May 
Brown were the most brilMant socially in 
the history of the city. 


In 1872 he gave a ball at the Southern 

otel in honor of the Grand Duke Alexis. 

t was then regarded as the most elaborate 
function of the kind ever seen in St. Louis. 

On the occasion of the marriage of his 
daughter to a New York a he gave 
a ball which even eclipsed the one in honor 
of the Grand Duke. 


About this time Capt. Brown invested 
most of his fortune in property along Main 
and Second streets, believing that these 
streets would become the main commer- 
cial arteries of St. Louis. He invested heav- 
lly In Pacific railroad stocks and was one 
of those who advanced money to build 
surface tracks on Poplar street. His down- 
town property appreciated for awhile, but 
as the city grew and river traffic decreased 
there was a reaction and he was forced to 
sell at a ruinous sacrifice. 


Capt. Brown did not re-enter politics unttl 
1889, when he was elected Auditor on the 
Democratic ticket. He succeeded himself 
four years later and filled the office until 
the present administration went into power.

KILLED BY POLICEMAN

WHILE RESISTING ARREST. 


CAUSED A PANIC ON A CAR. 


Negro Had Shot at the Passengers and 
(ndeavored to Kill the Policeman 
« With a Knife. 


James Simmons, a negro, was shot and 
killed by Policeman John ‘Mohr in the alley 
in the rear of the residence of E. P. Bell, 
8935 West Belle place, at 4 o’clock Sunday 


morning. 

Simmons had shot at a man on an Olive 
street ow] car and escaped. He was traced 
to the stable where he lived. The stable 
was surrounded by a squad of officers. Two 
officers entered the stable through a n- 
dow after Simmons refused to open the 
door and Simmons jumped to the ground 
through another window. Officer Mohr shot 
him as he jumped. Simmons died instantly. 

The shooting on the owl car occurred at 
Leonard avenue. Simmons and two ne- 
gresses were passengers on the car, which 
was crowded. For some time after board- 
ing the car the negresses were obliged to 
stand. They resented this and a cross-fire 
of badinage between them and young men 
on the rear platform was begun. The wom- 
en eventually found seats. They pushed 
and crowded against their neighbors. 

One of the owl car passengers gives this 
account of the affair: 

“The negresses cursed and swore at the 
young gentlemen in the car because they 
did not give up their seats te them. Sim- 
mons threatened to ‘burn up the oar,’ and 
the woman said she would ‘cut the 
heart out of young Mr. Orthwein. Mr. C. 'M. 
Selph then arose and called on the negroes 
to quiet and sit down and behave them- 
selves. Simmons took offense at this and 
said he would ‘clean out the car.’ He pulled 
his revolver and deliberately fired at Mr. 
Selph. The ®ullet struck no one, the 
powder from Simmons’ pistol burnt the 
face of Maj. George B. Horner. 

Simmons jumped from the car, pursued 
by the now angry passengers. Officer 
Kane joined in the PP com Simmons, on 
reaching Leonard avenue and Olive street, 
turned and fired twice at the officer, who 
returned his fire. 

Simmons escaped, the women were ar- 
rested, and then the hunt for Simmons be- 
gan. He was found in the rear of the 
residence of Mr. E. P. Bell. Ordered to 
surrender, he refused and made an assault 
on Officer Mohr with a spring dirk knife. 
The officer fired and Simmons was killed. 
He was afterwards identified.”
